Marchetti, . a former high- 
ranking CIA official, describes

In his appeal to the Supreme 
Court, Marchetti said there 
were many CIA and govern- 
ment intelligence operations 
which are counterproductive 
and harmful to the nation.” 

In silencing the former CIA' 
official, the lower courts fo- 
cused on the secrecy agree- 
ment which Marchetti signed 
when he joined the CIA in 
1955. He resigned in 1969 after 
serving in several posts, in- 
cluding that of special assist- 
ant to the deputy director. 

Hatch Act Taken Up 

Marchetti told The’ Tribune 
today he wanted the Supreme 
Court to deal with the ques- 
tions of what is national secu- 
rity and the government’s 
rights in this area and its I'C- 
sponsibility to the public. 

In another order, the Su-

preme Court announced that it 
will hear arguments later this 
term, to be followed by a deci- 
sion, on whether the federal 
government and ■ states may 
curtail the political activities 
of their employes. 

A Federal District Court in 
Washington declared the 
Hatch Act— described by, the 
government as the “corner- 
stone of the merit civil service 
system”— unconstitutional last 
July 31. A district judge said 
the law’ “tallvs in riddles” and 
leaves government employes 
to guess at what political ac- 
tivities are prohibited. 

In a rclalcd case, the court 
will also hear arguments on 
whether the state of Oklahoma 
may fire employes for parti- 
san political activities. 

Ollier Actions Told 

In other actions, the Su- 
preme Court: 

O Rejected a appeal by the 
Harrisburg, Ph., lodge of tlie 
Loyal Order of the Moose, 
seeking to roverturn a state 
Supreme Court decision de- 
claring the local lodge a public 
accommodation— and not pri- 
vate club— and therefore sub- 
ject to ights and various liquor 
slicense regulations. 

The state court based its rul- 
ing on the fact Ihte lodge 
laasecl its club rooms to non- 
, members and catered ban- 
; quets and meals tliero to 'non- 
'.mombers. 

The Harrisbm-g lod.ge’s li- 
quor license was upheld by the 
U. S. 3 u p V c m e Court last 
•spring, even tho it refused t 
serve a black guest.. 


O Refused an appeal by the 
father of Allison Krause, who 
was shot and killed by Ohio 
National Guardsmen on the 
Kent, State University campus 
in 1970. Arthur Kraus had sued 
the state of Ohio for damages, 
but Ohio courts said tho state 
constitution barred such ’suits. 

O Let stand a lower court 
decision allowing an agree- 
ment reached with a local un- 
ion at tlie Phelps Dodge Min- 
ing operation in Arizona to ap- 
ply ot other company subsidi- 
aries. 

The U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce contended .before the 
Supreme Court that this deci- 
sion altered— without legisltive 
approval— the economic .bal- 
ance of power between em- 
ployes and unions. 
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
